County & Jurisdiction Roles

Jurisdictions’ Roles:
+Estimate organic waste disposal.

+|dentify existing “verifiably available” capacity.

+Estimate the amount of new or expanded capacity that will be needed.
+Conduct community outreach for new or expanded facilities.

+Consult with community composters.

+|f required, submit an Implementation Schedule to CalRecycle.
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County’s Recommendations for

County & Jurisdiction Roles (Cont.)

County’s Roles:

+Consult with the LEA and Task Force on the status of new or expanded facilities.

+Consult with haulers and facility owners on existing and potential new or
expanded capacity.

+Report disposal and capacity tonnages to CalRecycle on August 1, 2022.

+Notify each jurisdiction that lacks capacity that they are required to submit and
Implementation Schedule to CalRecycle.
